“Governor Smith, following his elec- 
tion Wednesday, declared his inten- 
tion of continuing in the office of gov- 
ernor until December. He stated that 
after investigation of the law he had 
found that Senator Terrell can con- 
tinue to hold the office until"the gov- 
ernor resigns and qualifies as a United 
States senator. 

Senator Joseph M. Terrell holds a 
conflicting opinion. In his opinion his 
seat in the senate was vacated when 
Governor Smith was elected as his

precedents of the United States senate 
which have prevailed heretofore, and 
which are clearly stated in a special 
dispatch from Washington bearing on 
the subject.

Washington, July 12,—(Special.)— 
According to the established prece- 
dents of the senate, Joseph M. Terrell 


will continue to serve as a senator 
from Georgia until the United States 
senate is officially informed of the 
election of Mr. Smith. 

In the event that notice is not re- 
ceived before the adjournment of the 
present session of congress, Mr. Ter- 
rell will continue to serve until the 
end of the Georgia legislative session, 
but no longer. 

The rule of the senate is based upon 
the decision that a state legislature 
has until the last day of the session 
to elect a senator, though it must 
vote for one under the federal consti- 
tution, on the second Tuesday after it 
convenes.

Constitution several days ago, Mr. 
Smith may withhold his credentials 
and not present them until after the 
Georgia legislature adjourns, or until 
congress meets again. next December.

AS MANY MISSING 
ONTARIO FIRE 


Forest Fires Ravage Wide Scope 
Enlailing Untold Loss of 
Life and Property 


MANY TOWRS DESTROYED: 
IN PATH OF BAGING FLAME 


Fires ‘Sweeping Wide Terri- 
tory in Heart of Rich Mining 
Country--- Loss to Mining 
Property Has Already Reach- 
ed Many Millions-~Streets of 
Cities Strewn With Dead. 


Toronto, Ontario, July 12.—As the 
result of the forest fires that are 
“weeping unchecked through north- 
ern Ontario, at least 500 lives are 
lost, many have been injured, hun- 
dreds are missing and it is feared 
scores of these will be included in the 
fatalities. 

The loss of life in Porcupine district 
from yesterday’s fires is known to be 
several hundred, and the property loss 
will reach several millions of dollars. 
Only three of the eighty-four employ- 
ees of the West Dome mine have been 
accounted for, and 200 miners, muck- 
ers, etc., in the Dome mine have been 
suffocated. The mines burned ineluded 
the Dome, North Dome, Preston-Hast 
Dome, Vipond, Foley O’Brien, Phila- 
delphia, United Porcupine, Eldorado, 
Porcupine, Standard Imperial, West 
Dome and Success. 

Among the dead are Robert Weiss, 
manager of the West Dome, and his 
wife and child.

Further, the governor has recom- 
mended, and it seems probable the 
legislature will agree with him, that 
the time of inaugurating thé governor 
Mhould be changed from July to the 
first of January, consenting, should 
this be done by the general assembly, 
to give up six months of his term in 
order to allow the change. 

Thus, it will be seen, in the Hight of 
these events, that when the successor 
to Governor Smith takes his office, 
he will have only one year to serve. 

And that year of service, by the 
Way, will not be strewn with roses.

They say 
he has involved himself in a network 
of lies regarding his movements on the 
night of the crime and subsequent to 
it. 

A significant fact is that Henderson's 
shoe fits to the fraction of an inch the 
tracks left in the soft mud at the 
scene of the murder. 

“Mr. Bullard, you ain’t rested me 
for nothin’, but I live out there where 
this woman was killed,” asserted Todd 
as he was taken frem his cell last 
night by the detectives to be carried 
upstairs for identification. 

“If that was the case, Todd,” 
swered Mr. Bullard, “I would have got- 
ten you long ago. Half a dozen ne- 
groes have been killed within half a 
mile of where you live.” 

Henderson lives at the West Point 
belt line crossing of Hill street, near 
where Sadie Holley was found with 
her throat cut and her head crushed 
with a coupling pin, not far from the 
woods beyond Grant Park, where an 
unknown was murdered, and some lit- 
tle distance from the negro section 
where two others met thei rfates. 

Cut Up His Wife. 

“Well, sir, you Know if I was goin’ 
to kill anybody I would long ago killed 
my wife,” continued the prisoner. 

Henderson has been in a great deal 
of trouble on account of his wife, 
whom he ts said to have cut up two 
or three times. When he was arrested 
he was in a beer saloon spying on her 
while she paid a visit to a friend in 
the police station. 

Henderson filla very well the de- 
scription given weeks ago by the 
Sharpe girl—a tall and powerful ne- 
gro—but his clothes, of course, are dif- 
ferent. He works for various persons 
in town, sodding grass and such jobs, 
and makes good wages. 

Henry Huff, who was the first negro 
locked up, was arrested at his home, 
rear of 81 Brotherton street, and the 
damaging fact against him was his 
blood-soaked and dirty trousers. He 
had a wound on the head, the result of 
a pool room fight, which he claimed 
caused the blood. | 

Last night Detectives Coker and Mc- 
Gill found on his right arm, in the 
crook of his elbow, a group of marks 
that are seemingly finger nail 
scratches. He claims that they are old 
marks. Circumstantial evidence has 
also been secured against him.

GOVERNOR IS 
PETITIONED 


. Spurred to action by the ruthless 
slaughter of sevteen negro women in 
Atlanta and vicinity, whose murderers 
have gone unwhipped of justice, a 
large number of citizens, both white 
and colored, yesterday petitioned Goy- 
ernor Smith to offer rewards for the 
apprehension of the perpetrators of 
these crimes, 

The petition was circulated by Rev. 
H. H. Proctor and several other negro 
ministers of the city, and they secured 
the signatures of many of the well- 
known members of their race, and in 
addition to these, had their petition in- 
dorsed by such men as Asa G. Candler, 
Colonel J. W. English, Reuben R. Ar- 
nold, J. R. Gray, Clark Howell and 
many other prominent citizens of the 
city. 

General Clifford lL. Anderson indorsed 
the petition as vice chairman of the 
board of county commissioners, 

The petition sets forth that within 
the past two years seventeen negro 
women, giving the names of fifteen of 
them, have been murdered in this com- 
munity, and that in so far as the pe- 
titioners have been able to ascertain, 
no convictions and few arrests have 
been made in any of the cases. 

It is shown that seven of these mur- 
ders of negro women have been com- 
mitted this year. The police have at- 
tributed these murders to a negro, 
“Jack the Ripper,”’ and the petition is 
the direct outgrowth of his murderous 
attacks on negro women which have 
been committed with etartling regular- 
ity during the past few weeks. 

The governor received the petition 
Wednesday afternoon and has taken 
it under consideration. He will prob- 
ably make some sort of announcement 
regarding it Thursday.

In the repoit of this case which ap- 
pears in Hinds precedents on page 
1018, it is said the committée’s report 
was debated, but no action taken, and 
the whcle subject wag laid on the table.

Case of Lewis Cass.

He resigned his seat in 
the senate on May 29, 1848, and Thom- 
as Fitzgerald was appointed by the 
governor of Michigan tv fill the va- 
cancy. Lewis Cass was re-elected to 
the senate from Michigan January 20.

During that in- 
terval and following the election Mr. 
Fitzgerald continued to hold the seat 
under the appointment of the gov- 
ernor. 

It was the last day of congress—

In Richmond, the county they have 
some money, they don’t know what to 
4€o with—no more, just some. In or- 
der that persons and institutions bur- 
dened with the surplus cash may dis- 
pose of same, a bill was introduced in 
the house yesterday by Representa- 
tive Wallace Pierce setting forth how 
they may be relieved of their irksome 
burdens by turning same over to the 
state. 

The folk who have this money, 
most of them, have been troubled with 
it a long time, and they are simply 
tired of carrying the loose and undis- 
posable change around in their pock- 
ets or guarding it in their safes. 

Most of it is in banks and has been 
in them for a long time. This is the 
third time the legislature has been 
implored to give them relief. 

It is said that the total amount of 
the money is between $20,000 and $30v.- 
000. It is divided in several S¢parate 
accounts. Ite owners—well, there's 
the rub; no owners can be found. 
Two appreciable sums have been

without claimants since before the 
war, and from small amounts have 
grown to large ones. Every possible 
method has been tried to ‘thd the ‘nb- 
sentees or their heirs but with no re- 
sults. 


It seems that existing laws with re- 
gard to escheating property do not 
cover the money in question. The per- 
sons with it in their possession might 
appropriate it to their own uses, be- 
cause nobody else seems to want it: 
but they, being good Augusta people, 
don't wish to take something which 
does not belong to them. 

There being no law covering the 
situation, they want one, and are ask- 
ing the legislature to authorize them 
to turn it over to the board of edu- 
cation by proper legal- method to be 
used for school purposes. To make 
this legal certain important amend- 
ments will have to be made to the 
laws on escheating. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Pierce 
was drawn very carefully by the best 
of Augusta lawyers, and they claim it 
embodies nothing that could be a 
source of danger in futtre. 
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March 3, 1849—whénh Mr. Cass ap- 
peared and was sworn in as senator. 

The case of Samuel S. Fhelps, a 
senator from Vermont, is a precedent 
for not permitting a senator to hold 
his seat Under executive appointment 
after the legislature which should 
have named a senator has adjourned. 

Samuel 8S. Phelps was appointed to 
the senate by the governor of Ver- 
mont on January 17, 1853, to fill a va- 
cancy caused by deeth. The legisia- 
ture was not in session at the time, 
bu@ met the following October and 
adjourn2d without having elected a 
senator. Mr. Phelps retained his seat 
during the regular session dnd an 
extra session held during 1853,, and in 
December again appeared to take his 
seat. An investigation was ordered 
by the senate and a majority of the 
judiciary committee reported in favor 
of Mr. Phelps r3taining his seat. A 
mirority reported adversely and the 
senate upheld the minority by a vote 
of 26 to 12, and it was “resolved that 
Hon. Samuel S. Phelps is not entitled 
to retain his seat in the senate of the 
United States.” 

The case of David B. Hill, of New 
York in 1891 practically identical with 
that of Mr. Smith that he is reported 
to have decided .upon now. 

While serving as governor Mr. Hill 
was elected to the senate, but de- 
clined to present his credentials for 
several months and continued to serve 
as governor. 

The most recent case in point is that 
of Senator Purcell, of South Dakota, 
who continued to serve for several 
months after the election of Senator 
Gronmna, who was at that time a mem- 
ber of the house.

legislature in putting into effect such 
reform legislation as he has recom- 
mended in his message and in the 
preservation of the legislation enacted 
when the reform movement was at the 
floodtide in 1907 and 1908. 
Governor Smith’s short talk was 
made in response to an outburst of ap- 
plause with which he was greeted by 
his friends and which wound up by in- 
sistent demands for a speech. 
Expresses Appreciation. 
“T desire to express my appreciation 
of what the legislature has just done,” 
said the newly-elected senator as he 
mounted a settee in order to make 
himself heard. 
“I made the race for governor in 
the last campaign under protest and 
only made up my mind to enter the 
contest when my successor in office 
expressed a desire to repeal the reform 
legislation enacted in 1907 ang 1908. 
“My friends who had been in the 
legislature urged me to become a can- 
didate for governor. They declared 
that they had defended the reform 
measures from attack under great 
handicaps and they further declared 
that unless I consented to lead the 
fight for the preservation of the re- 
form legislation they would decline to 
become candidates for re-election to 
the general assembly. 
Cause for Congratulation, 


“It is a cause for congratulation to 
the state that a legislature has been 
elected that favors the principles which 
were successfully contended for in 
1907 and 1908. 

“All of the reform laws have been 
enacted with the exception of the anti- 
lobbying bill. It would be a source-ef 
regret to me to leave the state at this 
time and leave to another the pleasure 
of approving such a bill, 

“And I am not going to do it. 

“I shall continue in office certainly 
until after the session of the legisla- 
ture is over, ang I don’t know but that 
1 may decide to hold the office until 
December, 

“Ij have investigated the law and I 
find*that Senator Terrell can continue 
in the office of senator until the gov- 
ernor notifies the senate that a suc- 
cessor to him has been elected. 

“I sincerely hope that this election 
will engender no bitterness,” con- 
cluded the governor. “We are all citi- 
zens of Georgia, members of the same 
family, and all working toward a sin- 
gle purpose—the upbuilding of Geor- 
gia and the advancement of the in- 
terests of the masses of this great 


state. 

“With this fact in ming let us cher- 
ish no animosities, but strive always 
to hold up the hands of any and all 
persons who are working in the in- 
terest of Georgia.”

500 LIVES LOST

City Streets Strewn With. Dead. 


In four short hours, commencing at 
12:50 yesterday ngon, the fire swept 
from the Standard mines through to 
the shores of Porcupine lake, where it 
ate up the towns of South Porcupine, 
Pottsville and part of Golden City, as 
well aas Many small buildings along 
the lake front. While some loss of 
life occurred in the vicinity of Porcu- 
pine lake, the greatest havoc was 
wrought around the main mines, nota- 
bly West Dome and Big Dome. There 
the entrapped miners, cut off from es- 
cape, were forced to take to the shafts 
for safety, and, penned in by flames, 
perished. This was notably true at 
Dome and West Dome mines. At 
Preston East Dome an untimbered 
shaft gave shelter, and none perished. 

The streets of South Porcupine are 
strewn with dead persons, horses, dogs 
and cattle. Along the mine roads are 
the charred bodies of those overcome 
trying to escape. Of the staff of 300 
at the Dome but a few were.saved and 
at the West Dome but three out of 84 
employees are known to be alive.

Some Atlanta employers are again standing in their own light 
by refusing to allow their employees who are members of the 
national guard a week’s leave of absence to attend the annual militia 
encampment.

This one week of the year is the only opportunity afforded for 
instruction and training of any kind except such as may be had 
after business hours and between the narrow walls of a city armory.

It was anything but an ornament at the time of the Atlanta riot 
several years ago. Nothing then was too good for the national 
guard, and the year following enthusiastic employers gave more than 
yo per cent of their employees belonging to the militia leave. of 
absence to attend the encampment. Enthusiasm has waned only 
because of the sense of peaceful security which the establishment 
and maintenance of order have brought. 

It was the national guard which restored order and allayed the 
public unrest; it was the work then of the national guard and its 
ready presence which have maintained a peaceful and an orderly 
situation. 

These things should be well considered by the employer before 
he says “no” to the request of a national guardsman to attend his 
annual camp of instruction. This training may, possibly, be of a 
value greater to the employer than the man rénders in his business 
serv

encampment in full rank, and the emplover who refuses is not only 
lacking in patriotic duty, but may possibly be ignoring his own inter- 
ests in a way which he may one day regret.

LAWYER-WOMEN 
ARE NOT WANTED 


Their Admission to the Bar Op- 
posed by Judiciary 
Committee. 


General judiciary cemmittee No. 1, 
of the house—the lawyers’ committee, 
to make it plain—by a vote of 6 to 5, 
declared yesterday afternoon that it 
doesn’t want any women admitted to 
the bar in Georgia. | 

This decision was reached by the 
legal-minded members of the house 
in passing on the bill amending the 
law so as to enable a woman to be 
ee to the bar and to practice 
aw. 

Mrs. M. A. Hale, a recent graduate 
of the Atlanta Law school, who was 
prevented by Judge Péndleton, who 
held the laws would not permit him to 
do otherwise, from admission to the 
bar, appeared before the committee 
and urged a favorable réecommenda- 
tion for the measure. 

Mrs. Hale told the committeemen 
that, unfortunately, she must earn a 
Nivelihood. Women, she said, had 
been admitted to the other profes- 
sions, and were in most of the occu- 
pations; therefore, she saw no reason 
why they couldn't be lawyers, par- 
ticularly, as in her case, when they 
knew more about law than anything 
else in the living-making line. 

Joe Hill Hall, with usual chivalry, 
declared that the bar is no place for 
women. He thought the home was 
made for them, and, for one, he was 
inclined to open no more avenues of 
escape. He didn’t think it good poli- 
cy open the legal profession to them. 

Mr. Wohlwender, a y®inger man, 
and equally as chivalrous, -vouchsafed 
a few expressions heartily favoring 
the necessary change in the law. . He 
thought it was entirely proper and 
entirely safe for women to appear at 
the bar in the role of attorney. 

This ended the discussion, where- 
upon the lawyers, or as many as hap- 
pened to be present, took a vote which 
showed the above result. 

A minority report will be made. 
The bill may be recommitted for 4an- 
other hearing.

| and Hendricks Will Throw 
Some Additional Light on 
Double Tragedy---Suicide of 
Ingersoll Is Questioned. — 


Mrs. Robert G. Ingersoll, the young 
woman who was shot by her husband 
Tuesday morning at 41 Crew street, 
died at the Grady hosiptal yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, just twenty- 
four hours after the death of Mr. in- 
gersoll from self-inflicted pistol 
wounds. 

The death of Mrs. Inzgersool removes 
the last principal in thetragedy and, 
it is thought, the last eyewitness, un- 
less suspicions of the coroner’s jury 
which held an inquest yesterday 
morning over Ingersoll’s body, be ver- 
ified. 

The jury was not satisfied with the 
theory of murdér and suicide, and did 
not return a verdict, adjourning until 
Friday morning. At that time it is 
hoped that Hendricks and Goodman, 
the two men in the house at the time 
of the tragedy, will have been found. 

The idea of a third party in the 
shooting is not entertained seriously 
by the police, and the only way in 
which other persons will be brought 
in will be as probable causes oi the 
tragedy. 

Theory of Second Shot, 

The chief witness at the inquest was 
the house physician of the Grady hos- 
pital, who held an autopsy over In- 
gersoll’'s body. Ingersoll was wound- 
ed twice, and it\was thought that if 
he had fired the first shot that he 
could not have fired the second. 

“However, if he fired through his 
temple first,” said the surgeon yester- 
day afternoon, “he might have fired 
the second shot, which was the more 
dangerous of the two. it is possible 
that if he had fired behind his ear 


ond shot.” 

It is a well known fact that suicides 
by pistol in eight cases out of ten 
shoot through the temple and Inger- 
soll probably took this method. This 
tends to upset the theory of Ingersoll 
having been killed by some one else 
than himself. When Call Officer Gal- 
laher reached him the pistol was. in 
his hand, still smoking. The door was 
locked on the inside. Add to this the 
letter which Ingersoll left and the 
theory of murder is dissipated. 

Mrs. Bessie Henry, a handsome 
young woman formerly on the _ bur- 
lesque stage, held the chief attention 
of the jury at the inquest. She states 
that she was upstairs at the time of 
the tragedy and was the one who 
broke down the @oor.to get to Mrs. 
Ingersolh 

Was Talking to Goodman. 


Mrs. Henry declares that she was 
talking to Goodman through a crack 
in his door when the tragedy occurred 
and that she had been upstairs about 
fifteen minutes. Although the room in 
which were Mr. and .Mrs. Ingersoll 
was tightly closed and some distance 
from where she stood, she says that 
she heard Mrs. Ingersoll beg to be let 
out. She also states that she does not 
know who came upstairs first, hus- 
band or wife, but she knew that Mrs. 
Ingersoll had been there about twenty- 
five minutes. 

Neither of the two men, Goodman or 
Hendricks, have been found since the 
shooting. Detectives state that both 
of them are reported to have been 
rooming there, but no clothes or 
trunks were to be found. 

Mrs. Ingersoll’s mother, Mrs. 
ser, of Corinth, Miss., 
and has refused to allow an autopsy 
on her daughter’s body. Efforts will 
be made by the authorities to gain 
her permission, as it is thought that 
this will throw light on the tragedy. 
Mrs. Ingersoll was shot from the left 
side and slightly from behind.

“Believing that’ the voters of this 
county have sufficient intelligence to 
determine for themselves what man- 
ner Of charter shall govern them, and 
that they hdve a right to exercise this 
intelligence, we respectfully request 
you to pass the commission charter, 
leaving it to the voters to determine 
Whether it shall be adopted or 
rejected.” 

The Replies Vary, 

The replies that aré being received 
are by no means from only thosé who 
advocate commission government. 
Quite a number, with appended notes 
Say that they do not personally favor 
a change, but they think it only the 
fair thing that the Question should 
be put to a popular vote.

The measure was taken 
up by the university committee Mon- 
day, and it was favorably recom- 
mended.

He stated some 
persons who did not know of it being 
before the committee desired to be 
heard, 
Further Delay Resisted.

has given this city local self-govern- 
ment through municipal officers elected 
by the people for that purpose; has 
maintained the representative charac- 
er of the city government, and made 
municipal officers directly responsible 
to the people who elect them. For the 
local representatives in the general 
assembly to bring about changes in 
the organic law of the city, either 
upon their own initiative, or upon the 
solicitation of individual citizens, would 
tend to prostrate the city government 
and transfer the real power *f muni- 
cipal government to the local repre- 
sentatives. 
Circumstances Warrant It. 

“While the principle above referred | 
to should govern in all ordinary cases, 
we recognize that the real paramount 
power lies im the general assembly 
and that under certain circumstances 
the loca) representatives should take 
the responsibility and use the power 
attaching to their offices. 

“We cannot ignore the existing pop- 
ular interest in what is known as com- 
mission government, but it does not 
appear, in the present case, by what 
authority the proposed commission 
charter is offered for introduction, 
other than that it was prepared by a 
committee of citizens, and there is no 
definite way for us to know what pro- 
portion of the citizenship was repre- 
sented by this committee. 

“An examination of the proposed 
charter shows that it contains the 
principle of the initiative, and fixes 
20 per cent of the registered voters 
as the necessary number to propose 
legislation. It seems, therefore, that 
it would be fair, and that this would 
be a proper occasion to put this princoi- 
ple to a practical test, and it is our 
conclusion to introduce the proposed 


charter when we are satisfied that 20 
per cent of the registered voters have

rades during a regular meeting of 
fhat organization last night. 

The legislative committee reported 
to the federation that when an effort 
was made to confer with the charter 
revision committee to have incorporat- 
ed within that chartér an eight-hour 
clause, the federation legislative com- 
mittee was advised that the charter 
revision committee had seompleted its 
work, 

That report resulted in a resolution

His services have been of in- 
calculable value to the state, and by 
his departure Georgia will lost a most 
valuable man.

Douglas, the British critic, will have 
Opportunity again in the recent pro- 
cession of the British women suffra- 
geéttes, for nothing could be more in- 
teresting in the way of pageants than 


’ to see these women of this most mod- 


ern time wearing the costumes of the 
@stinguished women of Great Bri- 
tain’s bygone day. 

When the procession was held two 
years ago r. Douglas wrote his arti- 
cle entit “Banners Fiying,” which 
almost converted the world to the 
fidea of suffrage for women. This 
Year the pageant partook of the his- 
toric and picturesque as well as the 
radically litical, and brought to 
light the fact seldom considered that 
in the so-called middle ages women 
Were summoned to parliament, acted 
as nigh sheriffs and justices of the 
peace: and it was a woman who 
founded the first English university, 
and that same woman presided over a 
church cosgress of that time. 

“A little gentle irony was observ- 
able,” writes a London paper, “that 
in the fact brought out that various 
women, who, acording to the judicia! 
decree of 1868,q@pvere incapable by vir- 
tue of their sex, of exercising any 
public function, included Harriet Mar- 
tineau, Lydia Becker and Florence 
Nightingale.” 

The editorial continues: 

It is a striking fact that such women 
ae these are usually permitted to try 
their hand at a good deal when there 
is anything to be done. It is the old 
case of “Tommy this,” and “Tommy 
that,” .“‘but it’s ‘thin red line of ‘ eroes’ 
when the drums begin to play.’ In 
just the same way women are incapa- 
bles and imbeciles until they are 
wanted, and then they are ministering 
angels and noble heroines.

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OLIVE SCHREINER’S 
“WOMAN AND LABOR” 


Of Olive Schreiner’s latest achieve- 
ment, “Woman and Labor,” Constance 
Bine, in the last edition of Uncle 
Remus, writes: 

In the introduction to her latest 
book Olive Schreiner explains that its 
origina! title was “Musings on Woman 
and Labor.” She tells how it was in 
the making during all the years of 
her youth and maturity, and that it 
vas the work by which she set great- 
est store. It treated of woman from a 
biologic and economic standpoint and 
necessarily touched on most matters 
in which sex has a ‘part. During an 
absence of the author from the Trans- 
Vaal in 1899, the Boer war broke out, 
and Mrs. Schreiner was refused per- 
mission by the military authorities to 
return to her home and possessions. 
During the eight months which fol- 
lewed, her house was looted, and with 
orler valuable posscssions this book, 
was destroyed. 

The present book, “Woman and La- 
bor,” is called by its creator a “frag- 
ment’ as compared to the original 
work, a fragment reconstructed in the 
midat of the confusion and horror of 
War, against a background of armrd 
and struggling figures, to the sound 
of roaring missiles. Perhaps the cir- 
cumstances of its rebirth account in 
part for its tremendous emotional force 
its almost painful intensity. The ex- 
traordinary fusion of intellect and 


emotion at the foundations of “Woman 
and Labor’ has achieved a unique 
structure; the accurate scientific 
knowledge back of it renders it highly 
valuable as a treatise; the noble earn- 
estness of its spirit, the elevated and 
sustained eloquence of its style make it 
a literary achievement of compelling 
power. 

Like the richly emotional “Gosta Ber- 
ling,” vibrating love. and beauty and 
truth, it defies the critic’s literary 
yard-stick and causes him to féel that 
a new quality is required of him, or 
perhaps the exercise of a world-old 
quality, grown a little stiff and un- 
wetldy through disuse, because. infre- 
quently demanded by “current litera- 
ture!” When the Nobel prize was 
awarded to the Swedish Selma Lager- 
lof for her epic of Scandinavia, a crit- 
ic, writing of “Gosta Berling,” called 
attention to “this new love note in 
fiction.”” No phrase could have been 
more perfectly descriptive of the spirit 
of the book. This “new love note”’— 
man’s love for his kind—grows and 
deepens and resounds with orchestral 
beauty and sonority through the pages 
of Mrs. Schreiner’s pulsating ‘“frag- 
ment:’ 

“Camerado, this is no book, 

Who touches this touches a man, 

It is I you hold and who holds you, 

I spring from the pages into your 
arms.” 

How old “Walt” would have taken 
this book to his heart and exulted over 
it! “I announce a life that shall be 
copious, vehement, spiritual, bold,’ and 
it is for such a life that “Woman and 
Labor” makes a soul-stirring plea. 

Olive Schreiner’s writings form an 
organic whole; to study one of them 
(and each one calls for study) is to be 
inevitabuly impelled toward a re-read- 
ing of preceding ones. 
She is no didactic platform clamorer, 


worker for rural schools will give a 
new impetus to the women of the state, 
who, through the Georgia Federation, 
have been one of the definite forces 
making for educational development in 
the state.

“At present the normal schools can- 
not accommodate one-tenth of the 
teachers in need of training. Even if 
they could, the large majority of the 
teachers of rural schools would fing it 
impossible to meet the necessary ex- 
penses of even a short sojourn at one 
of them. It is being recognized more 
and mre by leaders of educational 
thought that normal schools every- 
where are touching only the fringes 
of rural school betterment and that 
professional training to be effective 
for the great mass of the teachers in 
rural schools must be carried to them, 
given near at hand and in harmony 
with the pleas of the community to 
be served. In the seat of training, as 
well as in arousing both parents and 
teachers to their need of educational 
betterment, will be an important part 
of the work of these supervisors of the 
legislature.”

Supreme Court Grants New 
Trial in Damage Suit 
Against Railroad.

Because the trial judge used lan- 
guage to the jury which may have 
had a tendency to hasten a verdict 
for the sake of reaching an agree- 
ment, the supreme court yesterday re- 
versed the decision in the case of Mrs. 
Jessie Draffron against the Alabama 
Great Southern railroad, 

The case was tried in the Cherokee 
circuit, and Mrs. Daffron secured a 
verdict for $7,500 for the death of her 


husband. 

The evidence showed that the jury 
had some trouble in reaching an 
azreement as to the amount of dam-

ages to be awarded. When this re- 
port was made to the judge he told 
them they should hasten to reach an 
agreement, and should have no diffi- 
culty in that particular, as all ver- 
dicts were compromises, and no one 
secured as much damage as they 
wished. 

The supreme court holds that a 
judge should not unduly press a jury 
to agree on a verdict, and in the use 
of any remarks designed to impress 
the desirability of reaching a verdict 
he should be careful to refrain from 
any expression of a coercive nature or 
which may possibly mislead them into 
erroneous methods of reaching a ver- 
dict. 

The tendency, says the court, wasto 
suggest that the jurors might arbi- 
trarily compromise, divide and yield 
for the mere sake of agreement and 
at the sacrifice of an honest convic- 
tion.

The movement to establish an in- 
dustrial school for the blind of the

A resolution 
strongly recommending this matter to 
the favorable attention of the legisla- 
ture was passed.

“Whereas, it is the first duty of any 
government to protect the lives of its 
citizens, especially the weak and help- 
less, and the colored people of this 
community, including thousands of 
hard-working and honest men and 
women, whose labor contributes large- 
ly to the productive industry of the 
community, although they have little 
voice in the control of public affairs 
or the administration of government. 
Therefore be it 

“Resolved by the directors of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, That 
it is incumbent upon those in control 
of the administration of government 
to see that members of this dependent 
race are full¥ protected in their life, 
liberty and property and that the com- 
munity is rid of those criminals who 
have of late caused a reign of terror 
among our colored citizens. 

“Resolved further, That we call upon 
the governor and the mayor and gen- 
eral council to take such action as 
will result in adequate police protec- 
tion to everyone in this cgmmunity, 
particularly those in outlying settle- 
ments, where crime has been rampant 


for the arrest, with evidence to convict 
the perpetrators of these diabolical 
crimes.
